The explanation is availa­ 
ble upon request to the Tor- 
ranee social security district 
office, and Davis noted that 
a number of employers have 
already ordered copies to 
enclose with employees' pay 
checks on the first pay day 
in January.

Under the law as it now 
stands, there will be two 
more increases in the social 
Security tax rate, one in 
1966 and "the last in 1908. 
Each increase will amount 
to one-half of one per cent, 
so that, beginning in 1968. an 
employed worker will be 
paying 4-5/8 per cent of his 
innual earnings toward his 
ocial security, protections. 
The difference between 

i he originally planned top

tax rate of three per cent and 
the top 4-5/8 per cent rate 
that will go into effect in 
1968. will go partly to pay 
for the additional protection 
and higher benefits. Davis 
pointed out. It, will also help 
make up for the money not 
collected because the tax in­ 
creases scheduled for the 
1940's were postponed.
